In the delicate diplomatic moves 
relating to the bombing of the Pa- 
nay, the State Department is han- 
dicapped by the fact that no com- 
plete official report has been re- 
ceived by the American Naval and 
State Department officers at the 
scene of the event. At present the 
department is cabling the frag- 
mentary reports it has received 
to Ambassador Grew in Tokio for 
his guidance. 

There is no criticism of the Amer- 
ican officials in China because no 
official report has been received 
here. At the department today it 
was explained that the American 
officials had been so busy attend- 
ing to their nationals and others in 
the stricken region that they had 
not had an opportunity to cable 
compiete details of the bombing. 
For the most part,. officials said, 
this work has been completed and 
Leden, James J. 
Hughes of the Panay and George 
Atcheson Jr., ‘second secretary of 


the United States Embassy, are to- 


day on their way to Shanghai, 
where they will have full facilities 
for writing and cabling their com- 
plete reports to Washington.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt recommended today 
prompt enactment of six amend- 
ments eto the Social: Security Act 
which he described as “non-contro- 
versial.“ 


In letters to Chairman Harrison 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
and Chairman Doughton of the 
House Ways and Means Commit 
tee, the President said the amend- 
ments “will considerably improve 
the effectiveness of this. important 
act.” He submitted a memorandum 
summarizing the proposed amend- 
ments as follows: 

„1. To pay death claims direct to 
the wife or dependent children and 
save expense of probating estates 
—as.in veterans’ laws. This would 
save real money to the widow and 
to the board. 

“2. To change ‘wages payable’ in 
unemployment compensation to 
‘wages paid’ as in old-age insur- 
ance and permit a duplicate list of 
wage payments and so complete our 
efforts to greatly simplify employ- 


work by making technical changes. 
It becomes effective in Wisconsin 
Jan. 1, 1938. Social Security: officials

INTERNATIONAL OFFICE TAKES 
CHARGE OF RADIO AT SHANGHAL 


Japanese Have Said They Will Con- 
trol Communications Former- 
ly Run By Chinese.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 16.—A new in- 
ternational body, called the Shang- 
hai International Radio Office, to- 


day took over the functions previ- Ing 


ously exereised in the Shanghai 
area by the Chinese Government 
Radio Administration. 

Japanese officials made no an- 
nouncement of their attitude toward 
the step, although they previously. 
had declared they would assume 
control of all communications func- 
tions previously held by the Chinese 
Government. 

It was understood a working 
agreement had been reached be- 
tween the Chinese Radio Admini- 
stration and the American com- 
panies, Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica and Mackay Radio, under which 
R. C. A. would assume manage- 
ment of services from Shanghai 
to foreign points, under the new in- 
ternational office.

Eye-Witness Account 
Of Capture of Nanking 


Many Fleeing Chinese Soldiers Discarded 
Uniforms for Civilian Garb—Safety 
Zone Not Bombed by Japanese. 


The following description of the 
siege and capture of Nanking by 
the Japanese was wirelessed to the 
Associated Press from the United 
States gunboat Oahu by Arthur 
Menken, Paramount News Reel 
cameraman : 

By ARTHUR MENKEN. 

NANKING, by radio from Gun- 
boat Oahu, Dec. 16.—The once- 
proud capital of ancient China was 
strewn today with the bodies of its 
soldier defenders and civilians 
killed in the bombing, shelling and 
fierce fighting to which the city 
Was subjected. | 

Scattered through the city were 
hundreds of uniforms discarded by 
fleeing Chinese soldiers who tried 
to escare death at the hands of the 
Japanese by putting on . 
garb. , 

During the Chinese retreat from 
Nanking after their defense had 
been smashed by the terrific Japa- 
nese onslaughts, I saw some disor- 
ganized looting by fleeing Chinese 
soldiers, and, when they had gone, 
some Japanese carried on the loot- 


The Japanese refrained from 
shelling and bombing the safety 
zone which was set aside under 
sponsorship of American and Ger- 
man residents of Nanking. More 
than 100,000 Chinese sought refuge 
in the zone. 

Few Killed in Safety Zone. 
Despite the fact that Chinese 
troops were slow in withdrawing 
from. the zone and planted guns 
along its edges, the Japanese did 
not attack there. Only a few stray 
shelis fell in the zone and only a 
few were killed in 1.

He could give no details. We ad- 
vised other Americans and forelgn- 
ers of the Panay sinking but did 
not tell the Embassy's ‘Chinese 
staff, not wanting to terrify them. 
: No Chinese Planes. 

During the final days of the siege 
we saw no Chinese planes in the 
air, and Chinese anti-aircraft 
weapons were hopelessly ineffec- 
tive in keeping off Japanese bomb- 
ers, although one Japanese plane 
was thought to have been shot 
down. 

The American-supported Univer- 
sity of Nanking, a haven. for 
thousands of terrified refugees, was 
net hit or disturbed. 

To me, the unsung hero of Nan- 
king’s fall was an unknown Chi- 
nese private whose action probably 
saved me and Tillman Durdin, New 
York Times correspondent, avhose 
home is in Pecos, Tex. 

Walking along Chungshan road 
near the Metropolitan Hotel, we 
were motioned out of the way by 
the private who, with a small group 
of soldiers, was putting up a last- 
stand fight. We ducked into the 
safety zone just before Japanese 
tanks roared down the street, with 
machine guns firing. When they 
had passed, we found the private 
and his comrades dead in the 
street.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 16.—It was 4 
horrible experience, this Japanese 
aerial bombardment. of the Panay 
and three Standard Oil river boats. 

Sunday afternoon the three 
Standard Oil- tankers, with the 
Panay and miscellaneous small 
craft, were anchored in 
28 miles above. Nanking, having 
moved up the Yangtze to avoid 
hostilities around Nanking, 

About 1:30 p. m. I was 
on the forward deck of the Meip- 
ing (one of the tankers) when I 
heard approaching airplanes, They 
flew over us and the other ships 
huddled in the river, .observing. 
Then, wheeliag, they flew away 
and, lining up for attack, headed 
for us again, 

An instant later, from consider- 
able height, they began power 
dives, the omipous and terrifying 
roar of their motors drowning out 
all other noises, 

Dived Under Table, 

I knew what was coming and ran 
into the Meiping’s dining salon, 
diving under a heavy table. What 
others on the boat did, I don't 
know. It was every man for him- 
self, * 
In an instant there came the 
crash of an exploding bomb in our 
superstructure. It shook the ship 
and engulfed me in debris. I don’t 
know how many bombs hit us in 
that first attack but the superstruc- 
ture and the very table under 
which I had taken refuge collapsed. 

The Meiping’s skipper, with great 
presence of mind, had got the ship 
under way for the south bank of 
the river, and other Socony 
(Standard Oil) vessels were at- 
tempting to do likewise when the 
attack came; I do not know what 
happened in those first few min- 
utes aboard the Panay. 

We managed to reach the south 
bank, with the Japanese planes 
simultaneously repeating their at- 
tack. Bombs had set the Meiping 
afire and, as the ship was laden 
with gasoline and oil, I was afraid 
she would explode. The crew fear- 
— battled the flames, finally ex- 
tinguishing them 

Saw the Panay Sink. 

I looked across to where the 
now-far-distant Panay was. sinking. 
She was going down bow first and 
seemed to turn over as she sank 
into the Yangtze’s. muddy waters. 

The tanker Meihsia also reached 
shore close to us, while the Meian 
was beached on the north bank, far 
distant. The Japanese bombed us 
again as the Meiping’s crew fought 
flames. How we all escaped death 
ig a miracle.

We decided to keep walking, hop- 
ing to At. assistance. We walked 
17 miles to Taiping and found a 
foreign mission hospital but for- 
eigners had departed. There was 
no food. We were seeking medi- 
cal aid for our wounds. 

Cared for By Japanese. 

We met a Japanese army captain, 
Yone Masuda, who did everything 
possible. We were taken before 4 
higher Japanese officer, I believe a 
Major-General, who questioned us 
as to what had happened. They 
arranged to send us to Wuhu by 
motor truck. There we obtained 
medical aid at the General Hos- 
pital 

Wednesday, a Japanese plane 
came to take us to Shanghal. 

In addition to the foreigners 
aboard the Panay and Standard 
Oil tankers there probably were 
800 Chinese employes of Standara 
and their women and children, seek- 
ing to escape from the fighting 
down river. What happened to 
them, I don’t know, when I 
reached shore, I saw many Chinese 
wounded and dead littering the 
ground, 

As we walked into Taiping, the 
countryside showed the results of 
hostilities. It was practically laid 
waste, with dead Chinese numerous. 
Many carcasses of animals were 
seen. There also were remains of 
animals the Japanese had killed 
for food, as their army was living 
off the country as much as possible.

D. K. Reddish, detective sergeant 
in charge of the strike duty police 
squad, said at least gone union man 
and one Ford worker suffered in- 
juries as a result of scuffles. More 
than 300 arrests of pickets have 
been made at the plant since the 
strike was called. 

Disturbances today were report- 
ed from three points. 

Patrolman Marion Randazzo said 

eight or ten pistol shots were fired 
and stones thrown as the workers’ 
caravan reached a point two blocks 
from the plant. Randazzo said he 
saw “about 50 men” running away 
after several cars had stopped at 
the curb and a general fight had 
ensued. Five men were arrested 
but later released. 
Police Detective Lloyd G. Ferril re- 
ported several shots were fired at 
another spot near the plant where 
about 100 men had gathered as the 
Ford. workers passed by. The of- 
ficer said stones were thrown at the 
cars at a third point by a crowd 
of men. Some car windows were 
broken. Ferril reported to Reddish 
the confiscation of a loaded pistol.

3 FIRES IN FOUR HOURS 


AT EAST SIDE PLANT 


$25,000 Damage at Atlas 
Building Material Co., Incen- 
diary Origin Apparent, 


Four hours after two small fires, 
apparently of incendiary origin, 
were extinguished in the plant of 
the Atlas Building Material Corpor- 
ation, 2900 Missouri avenue, Hast 
St. Louis, another fire, starting at 4 
a. m. today, caused $25,000 damage 
there. 

Firemen were called to the place 
at midnight, by an alarm given by 
an employe of the near-by Alumi- 
num Ore Co, They found two sepa- 
rate fires, one of them proceeding 
from a can believed to have con- 
tained gasoline, the other in a rub- 
bish heap. They casily put out 
both fires, and in leaving, asked a 
man who said he was an employe 
to watch the plant through the 
night. 

The second alarm from the plant, 
shortly after 4 a. m., was given by 
a railroad switchman. This time 
the firemen found the tar-paper 
roof, and the central part of the 
100-foot-square building, ablaze. The 
man who had been left to watch 
the building was not found there. 

Cans of grease, heated by the 
fire, exploded as streams of water 
hit them. One of these explosions 
injured Frank Curran, fireman. He 
was sent to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
suffering from burns of the face 
and bruises. 

The building was used as a fac- 
tory and warehouse, the company 
being engaged in the manufacture 
of concrete and cinder building 
blocks, The walls of the building 
are of these blocks. A nearby of- 
fice building and garage of the 
same material, was not damaged. 

George D. Brown, general man- 
ager of the company, said the loss 
included a truck and trailer, two 
concrete mixers and several block- 
ing machines. 

Fire Chief Leo Lynch said he 
would report the facts of the suc- 
cessive fires to the State Fire 
Marshal, in the belief that they 
were started purposely.

Last September the Post-Dispatch disclosed how 
partisan politics was injected into the appointment of 
postal department workers in the congressional dis- 
trict of Clarence Cannon, northwest of St. Louis.

It was indicated that the Board 
of Estimate, comprising Mayor 
Dickmann, Comptroller Louis Nolte 
and Aldermanic President William 
L. Mason, would indorse the school 
tax proposition if the rate was re- 
duced, or would refrain from public 


comment if no change was made. 


There has been no sign that the 
School Board would recede from its 
position that the 85-cent rate was 
necessary to support the schools. 

City officials present, besides the 
Board of Estimate members, were 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman, 
Budget Director Arthur C. Meyers 
and Deputy Comptrolier Charles L.

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Ex-Partner of Senator Berry, 
Says He Was Told ‘Gov- 
ernment Will Have to Pay.“

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. Dec. 16.— 
W. H. Ford of Cincinnati, a for- 
mer partner of Senator George L. 
Berry in acquiring mineral and 
marble leases in the Norris Dam 
reservoir of the Tennessee Valley 
‘Authority, appeared as a 

witness today in the Authority's 
proceedings to have the leases con- 
demned as. worthless. 

The Authority delayed presenta- 
tion of its case to permit Ford to 
testify in behalf of John Freeman 
Miller, a Union Couonty farmer 
who is a defendant in the céndem- 
nation suit. Ford had made ex- 
tensive marble explorations in the 
area arid told of the deposits on 


was questioned concerning his re- 
lations with the Berry interests. 
Ford testified he refused in 1932 


Berry interests for marketing mar- 
ble because “it only looked to me 
that they were getting a few more 
witnesses to get a claim against 
the Government.” 

Ford said he was told in 1932 by 
C. A. Harris, Knoxville, a partner 
in the Berry lease holdings, that 
“the Government i+ going to have 
to pay for marble and minerals 
that the lake covers and they are 
going to have to pay plenty.” He 
said Harris told him “Berry was 
well aware of that fact,” 

He later sold his interest to Col. 
George Collins of Frankfort, Ky., 
he said, because he got hard up 
for cash. 

The groundwork for the Govern- 
ment case was laid yesterday wher 
its counsel questioned the good 
faith of Senator Berry and others 
in acquiring the leases. 

The authority introduced at the 
Federal Commission hearing docu- 
mentary evidence purporting to 
show the Berry .group obtained 
leases after, as well as before the 
creation of the T V A by Congress 
in May, 1933. 

One letter indicated that Fred 
Manley, Knoxville engineer and 
business associate of Berry, was in 
the reservoir taking measurements 
of the possible water level of Nor- 
ris Dam soon after the T V A was 
created. 

T V A attorneys, however, were 
cautioned about this line of ques- 
tioning and procedure. Len G. 
Broughton Jr., chairman of the 
three-man Federal Commission 
hearing the case, declared that any 
evidence of bad faith on the part 
of the Berry group must be con- 
fined to the time elapsing since a 
conciliation agreement was reached 
in July, 1936. 

The commission was relieved of 
passing on the value of two leases 
held by the Berry group when Ben 
T. Testerman, Knoxville attorney 
and special master appointed by 
United States District Judge George 
C. Taylor to investigate the validity 
of the papers, declared them in- 
valid. Testerman said he found 
royalties to landowners were not 
paid within the stipulated time 
limit, 

One of the leases was on the 
Newton Hill Marble Quarry, the 
only section of the Berry holdings 
where there had been any appreci- 
able quarry operations. 

It was not known what effect the 
opinion would have on the claims 
of the Berry interests that their 
holdings cover approximately 1,250,- 
000,000 cubic feet of marble which 
witnesses have said had a value of 
from $1,900,000 to $2,250,000.
